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WALLACE HOLDS 
GRANARY PLAN 
FARMERSMiOPE 


Indianapolis. Nov. 8 (AP).—Estab- 


lishment of an ever normal granary 
—an adequate reserve of corn to be 
set aside in years of plenty to be 
drawn on in periods of scarcity- 
was advocated today by Henry A. 
Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture. 
as the answer to com belt droughts 
which disturb the nation's economic 
stability. 


Wallace, in an address prepared 


for delivery on a national radio net- 
work, outlined his com crop pro- 
ducing and marketing proposals to 
farmers and their representatives 
from Illinois. Michigan. Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, North and South Dakota, 
Wisconsin, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Minnesota and Indiana. 


The secretary emphasized that the 


problem of corn production and 
marketing was closely linked to live- 
stock raising, chiefly hogs, and soil 
conservation in portesting the corn 
belt in years to come. 


Recalling previous governmental 


sfTorts at corn crop control, Wallace 
asserted, "anyone who faces the 
facts with an open mind must come 
to these conclusions: 


•'First, that as things are today, 


it is unfair to subject farmers alone 
to unlimited competition; second, 
that there is no magic way of re- 
opening quickly our big export 
markets, and third, that corn belt 
farmers can not afford to rely on 
chemistry for a quick solution of 
their problems.

bor ag: mst the disaster of a farm 
price collapse. 


"T-j do these things," Wallace con- 


tinued, "farmers must have the help 
of their government. Social action 
to accomplish them is fully justified 
because such a program is vtial to 
the public welfare." 


Wallace asserted present falling 


prices have hurt farmers "because 
hogs now being sold were fed on 
dollar corn."

George Horace Lorimer was hired as literary 
editor, and Curtis went to Europe to negotiate for a man to take complete 
charge. Meanwhile Lorimer made such a radical change in the magazine 
and improved it so in ideas that Curtis cabled him: "Put your name at the 
top as editor-in-chief!" 


And so the mag.iyine became PT"~» TTorace Lorimer in fact, and the 


circulation grew to over 3,000,000, and probably the most widely read and 
respected magazine in the world. Lorimer read every word that went into 
his publication. He built reputations, made great names in literature, and 
was the real editor to the end. K.. <_:ice stated that "No human affair is 
strong enough to. stand the mistakes of two men." 


His salary was $100,000 a year, but in advertising revenue alone The 


Saturday Evening Post brought in upwards of $26,000.000 a year. Curtis 
bought it. however, for but $1,000, and spent a million on it before it 
began to make a profit. But George Horace Lorimer was the dynamo! 


Yale University honored Lorimer with an LL.D., and Prance made him 


a chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 


The inspiring thing about this career was that Curtis was big enough 


to see the value in the man ne hired, and that he let Lorimer alone. The 
greatness of The Saturday Evening Post was the greatness of George Hor- 
ace Lorimer. His was an inspiring character, clean, modest and dominant. 
For nearly 40 years he brought wholesome and entertaining reading mat- 
ter to millions. He did a fine job and built an enduring monument. 


One interesting phase of his life was that he was dissatisfied until he 


found the job that he liked—and then he made it a big job!

bought it, however, for but $1,000, an d sp en t a m illion on it before it 
began to m ake a profit. But George H orace L orim er was th e dynam o! 
Yale U niversity honored Lorim er w ith an LL.D., an d F ran ce m ade him 
a chevalier of the Legion of Honor, 
T he inspiring thing about this career w as th a t C urtis was big enough 
to see th e value in th e m an he hired, an d th a t he let Lorim er alone. 
T h e 
greatness of T he S atu rd ay Evening Post was th e greatness of George H o r­ 
ace Lorim er. His was an inspiring ch aracter, clean, m odest and dom inant. 
For nearly 40 years he brought wholesome an d en tertain in g reading m a t­ 
ter to m illions. He did a fine job and built a n enduring m onum ent. 
One interesting phase of his life was th a t he was dissatisfied until he 
found th e job th a t he liked—and th e n he m ade it a big job!

Washington. Nov. 3 (AP; -A sub- 


committee of the social security ad- 
visory council, appointed during the 
week-end, will study the advisabil- 
ity of substituting a pay-as-you-go 
program for the present system of 
handling old age pensions through 
a huge reserve fund. 


It will report to the council De- 


cember 10. 


A member of the Senate finance 


committee. Senator Vandenberg <R- 
Mich). listed the reserve fund as 
one of two reasons why he wanted 
the Social Security law reviewed by 
the advisory council. His other rea- 
son is the tax system. 


Vandenberg said the pension taxes 


on wages and payrolls, borne equally : 
by employer and employe, are un- 
necessarily severe.

The present pension tax on the' 


34,000,000 wage earners holding So- 
cial Security acounts is two per cent 
cf their earnings. Part is paid by 
their employers. The iate will in- 
crease every three yeais until it 
reaches six per cent.

"awful burden" which he said the 
taxpayers could be spared if a pro- 
digious reserve were not set up. He 
contended the reserve, which he 
called "fictitious" and "unmanage- 
able," is unnecessary.

keeping equivalent, representing the 
government's promise no pay.
